These concern discoloration around the 
margins of the slits on either side, arrancment and dletrihution of 
fibers at the marclnn, the exact length In mill line ters of each 
the characfrlstlcs of the fiber ends at the margins, a^ the amount 
of shirt material mlr.slng at the elite, if arp'. .
